On the 26th January, 1973 Shri Dharam Pal along with 
his relative Shri Munshi Ram, was returning to Tri Nagar 
after witnessing the Republic Day Parade, They boarded a 
bus that was over-crowded. Shri Munshi Ram boarded it first 
Shri Dharam Pal. was getting into the bus when .Shri Munshi 
Ram felt that somebody was pulling the gold chain from his 
neck, Shri Dharam Pal intervened and caught hold of the 
criminal. The criminal hud two other accomplices who attacked 
Shri Dharam Pal- No bus passenger came forward to his 
assistance. In the scuffle, the criminal whipped out a butuher's 
knife and chopped off Shri Dharam Pal's right hand by which 
he was holding him. Having committed the crime, the crimi- 
nals ran away, Although Shri Dharam Pal’s right hand was 
chopped off and he was- bleeding profusely, he chased the 
criminals who soon disappeared in the adjoining lanes. All 
the three criminals were subsequently arrested and convicted. 

In this encounter Shri Dharam 'Pal displayed exemplary 
courage and determination of a’ high order. 

2. 7997519 Pioneer GHAM RAM 

GENERAL RESERVE ENGINEER FORCE, 

(Effective date of the award- — h-t December , 1973) 

On 1st December, 1973, Pioneer Gham Ram was detailed 
as a member of a parly escorting vehicle carrying cash. 
While the vehicle was on the wav from Lnngleh Treasury to 
Headquarters of a Hinder Road-, Task Force, it was ambushed 
by hostiles. In Ihe encounter, I he Officer 4 n -Charge of (he 
party and one rifleman were, killed and a few others were 
seriously injured. Pioneer Gham Ram, despite the risk to his 
life, immediately engaged the hostiles. Other members of Ibe 
escort party were also inspired by tin's action and they imme- 
diately returned the fire. As a result of the prompt and 
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courageous action of Pioneer Gham Ram, the escort party 
was able to save the cash from falling into the hands of the 
hostiles, 

In this action, Pioneer Gham Ram displayed exemplary 
courage, determination and presence of mind of a high order. 

3, MAJOR AMBAR1SH BANERJEE (IC 28340) 
MAHAR. 

( Effective date of the award — 2nd April, 1974) 

On the night of 1 /2 April, 1974, Major Ambarish Banerjee 
was detailed to raid a hostile bide-out, the approach to which 
was extremely difficult and involved movement over steep and 
slippery -surface during darkness. The raiding party skilfully 
approached the hide-out maintaining silence. Just when they 
were near the hide-out, the hostiles occupying it got suspi- 
cious. One of the hostiles was seen picking up his gun to 
open fire. Before the hostile could do so, Major Banerjee 
jumped over the hostile and disarmed him. Tn this raid 
self styled sergeant and a self styled officer of the hostiles 
were apprehended. 

On another occasion, while raiding a camp of hostiles 
Major Banerjee and his column came under heavy flro from 
an ambush party. Unmindful of the fire and in utter dis- 
regard to his personal safety, he sprang from his position and 
pressed home the attack with speed and thus saved the lives 
of his men. Subsequently, in two separate operations, he 
apprehended an important ring leader, who was hiding in a 
village, and several important members of the hostile set up.

On 7/8 October, 1974 Second Lieutenant Akoijam Dina- 
niani Singh of an Infantry Battalion was travelling in the 
Assam Mail while proceeding on annual leave to his home 
town Iniphal. lie hud two co-passengers in his compartment 
At approximately 0520 hours on 8th October, 1974 between 
Kharupur und Falbuja in Bihar, the officer heard loud cries 
for help from the adjacent compartment of the same bogle. 
He rushed out in the corridor of the bogie and saw a man, 
holding a blood stained knife, rushing out from the compart- 
ment from where the cries were coming. He immediately 
realised that there had been some foul play. It was later 
detected that a passenger had been murdered i n that compart- 
ment.

— The rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be held bv the Institute of Secretariat Training & 
Management (Examination Wing), in 1976 for the purpose 
of filling temporary vacancies in the following Services are 
published for general information : — 

(i) Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service, — Grade 

m. 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Service — 
Grade III. 

(nil AFHQ stenographers’ Service — Grade III. 

(iv) Posts of Stenographer in the Central Vigilance Com- 
mission. 

A candidate may apply for admission to the Examination 
in respect ol any one or more of the Services mentioned 
above. He may specify in his application as many of these 
Services as he may wish to be considered for, 

N.B .~ Candidates arc required to specify clearly the order 
of preferences for the Services for which they wish to be 
considered. No request for alteration in the order of prefer- 
ence for the Services originally indicated by a candidate in his 
application, would be considered unless such a request is 
received in the office of the Institute ol' Secretarial Training 
and Management (Examination Wing) on or before

Na gar ilaveli) Scheduled Castes Order, 1962, the Consti- 
tution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 
1962, the Constitution (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes Order, 
1964. the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar Pradesh) 
Order, 1967, the Constitution (Goa. Daman and Diu) Sche- 
duled Castes Order, 1968. the Constitution (Goa Daman 
and Diu) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1968 and the Constitution 
(Nagaland) Scheduled Tribes Order. 1970. 

4. A candidate must be cither : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subejet of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st January, 1962. with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Bangladesh, Burma, Sri l^anka and Blast 
African countries of Kenya, Uganda and the United 
Republic of Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and 
Zanzibar) with the intention of permanently settling 
in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c). (d). 
(e) and (f) above shall be a person in whose favour a 
certificate of eligibility has been issued by the Government of 
India. 

Certificate of eligibility will not however, be necessary in 
the ease of candidates belonging to any one of the following 
categories : — 

(i) Persons who migrated to India front Pakistan before 
the nineteenth day of July, 1948. and have ordi- 
narily been residing in India since then. 

(ii) Persons wito migrated to Tndia from Pakistan on or 
after the nineteenth day of July, 1948 and have got 
themselves registered as citizens of India under 
Article 6 Of the Constitution of India.

The Shorthand Tests in English will comprise two dictation 
tests one at 100 words per minute for seven minute, and 
another at 80 words per minute for 10 minutes, which the 
candidates will be required tq transcribe in 50 and 65 minutes 
respectively. 
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The Shorthand Tests in Hindi will comprise two dictation 
tests, one tit 100 words per minute for seven minutes and 
another at 80 words per minute for 10 minutes, which the 
candidates will be required to transcribe in 60 and 75 minutes 
respectively.
